Our Dakota 
farmers, for example, get into Duluth 
with a comparatively short haul. These 
people in Saskatchewan have a tre- 
mendous distance to pass over before 
reaching Lake Superior, aud this fac- 
tor will doubtless determine the pro- 
gress of settlement. Ae the world's de- 
uaud for food products increases, with 
the subsidence of American wheat ex- 
portation, it will pay to push farther 
,ud farther iuland. The diversification 
of agriculture, which will doubtless 
come with the increasing population of 
a generation hence, will make the far- 
ulandera less dependent on transppr- 
.ation as the measure of their .values. 
[u consequent of this distance factor, 
the Westerners talk much of Hudson's 
Bay aa an outlet, aud predict the early 
cornplstlou of a railroad to Churchill, 
which is said to be its best port.

Panama Canal. 


An Engineer's View Regarding its 


Construction. 
C. F. Z. Caracrlsli, who has had sev- 


eral years engineering experience In 
South America aud Central America, 
and who la well acquainted with con- 
ditions in Panama, discusses lu the 
Mauufseturere' Record a number of 
phases of the Panama Caual problem. 
He says: 


"To be perfectly plain, the work 


should either be irrevocably placed iu 
the hands of our able army engineers 
(to satisfy the administration's hanker- 
ins after interference) or totally traus- 
ferred to civilians. Experience has loug 
since taught, and the lesson is of great 
iutrlnsic value iu the present crises, 
that the government cannot and never 
has successfully executed a great engi- 
neering work of public utility without 
civilian-contractors and other outside 
aid. 


"The principal reason for delay oil 


thecaual work is the absolute want 
of organization aud harmony on the 
Isthmus. 
There !s one exception lo 


this statement, and that exists in the 
health otlicers' department. The cur- 
able condiliou of disorganization can be 
remedied by lettiug ihe work by con- 
tract in small sections. If this is uot 
doue no organization will ever last be- 
yond its experimental stage.

The ship was tbe Palatine, aud tra- 


ditiou says that the passengers were 
vell-to-do Dutch emigrants, who were 
omiug to settle near 
Philadelphia, 


laving beeu driven from their homes 
ay the ravages of Marshall Tureune 
through the region known.au Palati- 
nate. They brought with them much 
wealth in a portable form, aud the 
officers aud crew of the ship conspired 
to rob unii then desert them.

scores of reputable men, whose wonl 
in ordinary mattera would be beyond 
(|iicstioti, have declared that they have 
sailed close enough to this supposed ti|>- 
purition to see the masts, sails aud ropes 
aud even persons iu the ilaiuiug rig- 
ging. 


Such an apparition needed something 


to explain its origin, uiul so u story of 
the ship's having been lured ashore 
by false lights was invented and•Wlnt- 
tier, with poetic license, enlarged up- 
ou and emphasized it to the great in- 
justice of the Islanders, 
though it 


served to make the place known tj 
ihousauds who never before heard of 
it, aud every slimmer hundreds of visi- 
.ors go to visit the Palatine graves and 
uuut among the old farm houses for 
Palatine relics."—The New England 
Magazine.
